President Harding displays that good old-fashioned common j nii>i>er m><i poured u 
sense which \vas, perhaps, more prevalent a sreneralion or two!mnkt> «-ator-i>roof 
ago than it is now 
The people in the days of our fathers and 
''' 


mothers were not so flighty as many are today. They were 
not calling for constant change. They took things as they 
found (hem and miuie;the best bf them in their simple and 
quiet way. Changes were made from time to time after due 
consideration andIhe careful weighing of facts, bul there was 
an utter lack of that restlessness and feverishness which char- 
acterize the life of today, and which lead to so many foolish' 
moves in one direction and another. 


. One of these foolish moves, as the majority of the people 


see it, is in the direction of what is called daylight saving. This 
came to.the front as a war measure and there was some sem- 
blance of an excuse for it at that time, bul with the abandon- 
ment of so-called war gardening there was no further justifica- 
tion-for continuing the practice of setting the clocks an hour 
ahead for nearly half the year. But the people in some of the 
cities liked it. for the reason lhal.it enables them lo have more 
leisure lime in the afternoon for diversion and amusement. 
Since daylight saving was practiced on a national scale it ha 
been and still is the cause of great inconvenience. The Tam- 
ers are unanimously 'against"!i, for reasons valid and we 
understood, yet Massachusetts provides for daylight savin^ 
throughout the state, while in other states certain cities adop 
it oivtheir own individual account al |hc cost of much con 
fusion and inconvenience. 


For these reasons it is gratifying lo know that Presiden 


Harding lakes (he old-fashioned view thai it is nonsense to 
"monkey" with the clocks.. Direcl from the White Hpusi. 
conies the announcement lhat he will never sign a bill inflicl 
ing this folly upon the nation.. Me considers-moving the hand 
of the clock ahead a mere deception, and the practice is no 
even worthy to be called that, for it deceives no one. And th 
President declines to issue an executive order for the running 
of governmental departments on daylight saving time. 
I-d 


says if any of the departments want to begin and end thei 
day's work an hour earlier he has no objection, and lie thinks 
that is what everybody should do who wauls lo practice day 
light saving. 
He would have the clocks let alone, and that is 


where he shows good sense and (lie courage to stand by it. 


It is a pleasure lo note that New Hampshire is wise enougl 


lo withhold ils hand from this childish folly, though one or two 
cities in the stale have decided to "go it alone," as is their 
privilege. The farmers are wholly against it, and those af- 
fected by it will be greatly inconvenienced, but they are help- 
less in'the matter and will have lo make the best of it while the 
condition lasts. 


The rapid dwindling of daylight saving since the close of (he 


war is a healthful sign and affords ground for the hope lhat it 
will soon be,a thing df the past.' Clocks dojiot make the time. 
They simply record it, and moving the hands this way or lhat 
does not change the facts or the position of the sun.

agine that an hour a day can be gained Try I his process is child- 
ish folly entirely unworthy of adults laying claim to ordinary 
intelligence, and if is gratifying lo know that the head of the 
nalion recognizes (his fact and will not lend (he prcs.lige of his 
name and position to the silly performance.
